Remarks 

Claims 32, 44, and 46 remain in the application, claims 32 and 44 have been amended, claims 
21-31, 33-43, 45, and 47-54 have been cancelled, and claims 55-84 have been added. This transmittal 
is presented in response to the official office communication and is believed to resolve the issues raised 
by the examiner. Applicant believes the claims to be non-obvious and patentably distinct from all 
prior art. 

Item #1: Post Appeal Office Communication: 

In response to the post appeal office communication, applicant has cancelled claims 21-31, 33- 
43, 45, and 47-54, and applicant has amended claims 32 and 44 such that claims 32 and 44 are in 
independent form.

Applicant has amended the specification to delete the recitation to a claim to priority, such that 
the application no longer claims priority to any previous patent or patent application.

Applicant includes herewith a declaration under 37 CFR § 1.132.
